A VERY interesting pamphlet on the 
Indian missions of the Presbyterian church 
in the Northwest has been published. It 
comprises thirty small pages, but in that 
space is condensed avery great deal of sound 
argument and practical information. The 
pamphlet is the work of Rev. A. B. Baird, 
founder of the Presbyterian mission work at 
Edmonton and now professor in Manitoba 
college. A short history is given of the 
principal missionaries of the Presbyterian 
church to the Indians and of the missions 
which they established. The reason for the 
Indian mission work is given as follows: ‘It 
is necessary to make prominent at the 
beginning the fact that the relations in 
which we stand to the Indians are different 
from those which connect us with any other 
heathen. We owe the gospel to them as to 
others, but in addition they live within the 
bounds of our land, they are wards of our 
government, and the moral and social ideals 
that prevail among them must have a bear- 
ing by no means remote on the political and 
social life of Canada. Our young and grow- 
ing nation cannot harbor within its borders 
solid masses of heathenism, such as the 
Indian reserves are, without suffering the 
contamination which mnst come from the 
peculiar moral and social ideals entertained 
in these communities. Possibly we affect to 
despise their barbarism and their dirt, but 
we are influenced by it more or less.”

One 
part of the necessity of shipping only 
heavy animals is that the freight across 
the ocean is paid for by space, not 
by pounds, In this way a small scrub 
would cost as much to ship from Mon- 
treal as a large thoroughbred, making a 
difference per pound in freight in favor 
of the thoroughbreed that would equal 
fair, or even a handsome, profit on 
the animal. The other part is that the 
English market demands the best beef 
that can be supplied, such as only 
thoroughbreds can furnish. For a first 
animal there is a low rate of 
freight and a first class market, while 
for a scrub the freight is high and the 
market poor. That is why there is a 
brisk demand for the one and no de- 
mand at all for the other. Ofall the 
weeds of cattle the Durham is un- 
doubtedly the best to raise for ship- 
ment, being larger and having heavier 
hindquarters than ther varieties.

Northwest were benefitted, he thought it 
nothing but right that this further sum 
should ve given. The assembly had before 
spent money on objects no more worthy. 
They spent $4,000 to advertise the Terri- 
tories at the World’s fair in Chicago; they 
gave another 21,400 towards the Imperial 
Institute. At any rate those were objects 
from which the people drew no direct return 
while from this exhibition they had secured 
$16,000 in prizes alone, and it formed an 
advertisement of the resources of our 
country the like of which could have been 
made in no other way. With the sum now 
asked, the bonus given by the assembly 
wou’ amount to $10,000, and he felt assur- 
ed the fair had been worth more than 
$10,000 to the country. An impression 
seemed to prevail that the vote was asked 
to secure possession of the fair grounds. 

Such wasa mistake. Title to the grounds, 

he believed, would rest in the crown, and 
they would at all times be available for 
Territorial fair purposes. The vote wasa 
straight bonus. It was only with the 

money voted by this house that the house 

had anything to do, he trusted that hon. 

gentlemen who had remarks to make would 

confine themselves to that. 


Mr. Oliver said the house had seemed 
satisfied to be out $40,000, and-he supposed 
it would be aatistied to be out $5,000 more, 
nothwithstanding Mr. Ross had utterly 
failed to show that the fair had been worth 
anything like the amount it cost. He 
did not have the hardihood to claim for it 
even ordinary r management. The 
executive resorted to such extreme pleas, 
such declamatory hysterics, to justify 
the loss of $40,000 that he wondered greatly 
at their cheerfulness in asking this vote. 
No account was given of the manner of 
spending the vote of last year. Weare 
short in our funds for necessities. We are 
$13,000 short in our roads and bridges fund, 
and by the hon. gentleman’s own admission, 
we ‘are some thousands of dollars short in 
our school funds. Being in that position, 
we cannot afford to throw away $5,000 on 
an object to supplement a vote already 
given which was lavish in its generosity. I 
have nothing to say against the exhibition, 
or those who planned it, or those who car- 
ried it out. The hon. gentleman opposite 
was the one who virtually made charges of 
extravagance. But the $25,000 given to 
this exhibition by the Dominion was, I 
claim, money §which belonged to this as- 
sembly. We really contributed that. The 
fair has been bonused to the extent of $40,- 
000, and surely such a successful show ought 
to have made a few thousands out of re- 
ceipts and entries. I think it ill becomes 
these gentlemen, under all the circum- 
stances, to ask for this 35,000. 

Mr. Haultaic thought Mr. Oliver was the 
only man in the committee who gave exhi- 
bitions of bysterics. It seemed to be 
chronic with him. He could assure Mr. 
Oliver that it was not epidemic with the 
executive. Mr. Oliver was profuse and 
emphatic in his statements. The one that 
the Northwest contributed the $25,000 
Dominion vote to the exhibition was on par 
with the one that Mr. Daly did not give 
$27,000 on account of relief. They lacked 
in one important particular,—they lacked 
fact. The $25,000 given to the fair no more 
belonged to the Territories than the votes 
for Indians and police given every year. 
The money asked now would go towards 
paying legitimate accounts for honest 
services rendered the exhibition. 

Dr. Brett supported the item. He felt 
there was a tacit understanding last year that 
$5,000 would be voted this year. 

Mr. Lineham would not admit the under- 
standing. If he made a promise of that 
kind he would like to know it, for he liked 
to keep his promises. But he did not know 
he made any of that kind. Mr. Ross had 
made a good speech in behalf of the fair, 
but he (Mr. Lineham) did not think Mr. 
Ross believed what he said. Anyway there 
was a marked difference between his earnest- 
ness of the past three days and his jocularity 
to-night. Mr. Lineham thought the fair 
was too dear a whistle. 


Mr. Speaker thought there was a tacit 
understanding last year. In fact it was 
only on that understanding he had voted 
the $5,000 then, for he thought the sum 
altogether too small. 


Mr. Insinger told Mr. Bannerman that an 
hon. gentleman’s statement that an under- 
standing existed was proof of it in that 
house. He (Mr. Insinger) was certainly a 
party to the understanding. He would 
vote now for the 35,000 although not with

He believed his 
motion voiced the opinion of the large 
majority of the people of the Territories. 

Mr. Oliver said that so far as his know- 
ledge of the temperance party went, and he 
was of their number, he did not think there 
was any strong feeling in favor of the 
plebiscite (laughter). Hedid not think 
temperance people had any greater desire to 
pose as actors in a farce than any other 
people, and if a plebiscite was taken which 
gave theman immense majority, and the 
getting of that majority was not followed 
by any action, he did not see that there was 
any particular gain to that particular cause 
in that particular action. 

Mr. Haultain, as a member of the temper- 
ance branch as distinct from the teetotal 
branch of the general temperance party 
(laughter), did not think the house should 
be called upon to ask the Dominion govern- 
ment to do what they could do themselves. 
Unlike the provinces, the Territories had 
power to prohibit the traffic in drink, and 
also to take a plebiscite. He did not be- 
lieve in that particular form of obtaining 
the will of the people. 

Mr. Knowling said he considered the 
motion largely represented the views of the 
people of the Territories. If a plebiscite 
were taken he believed it would show the 
Dominion that the Northwest was in favor 
of prohibition, and wonld be of great moral 
support to the rest ot the Dominion regard- 
ing prohibition. 

The motion carried by a vote of 15 to 13. 

In committee on schools, Mr. Bulyea mov- 
ed to raise school age from five to six, con- 
tending no benefit was gained by sending a 
child to school at five. 

Mr. Oliver believed with Mr. Bulyea, 
that after seven the child was sure to have 
educational advantages open to it, no good 
came of sending it to school before seven 
years of age ; but in this country there was 
danger of some children never having ‘these 
advantages; and schooling from five to seven 
was better than none at all.
